The Greatest Seminary—the Fireside. 


The fireside is a Seminary of infinite 
importance. It is important because it 
is universal, dnd because the education 
it bestows, being woven with the woof 
of childhood, gives form and color to 
the texture of life. There are few who 
can receive the honors of a college, but 
all are graduates of the hearth. The 
learning of the university may fade 
from the recollection; its classic love 
may moulder in the halls of memory. 
But the simple lessons of home, en- 
ameled upon the heart of childhood 
defy the rust of years, and outlive the 
more mature but less vivid pictures of 
after days. So déep, so lasting indeed, 
are thé impressions of early life, that 
you often see a man in the tmbecility 
of age holding fresh in,his recollection 
the events of childhood, while all the 
wide space between that and the: pres- 
ent hour is a blasted and forgotten 
waste. You have perchance seen an 
old and half obliterated portrait, and 
in the attempt to have it cleaned and 
restored, you may have seen it fade 
away, while a bright and more perfect 
picture painted beneuth is revealed to 
view. This portrait, first drawn upon 
the canvass 1s no inapt illustration of 
youth, and though it may be concealed 
by the after-design, still the original 
tints will shine through the outward 
picture, giving it tone while fresh, and 
surviving ite decay. Such is the fire- 
side, the great institution furnished by 
Providence for the education of man.

Abraham Lincoin when Young. 


Carl Schurz, in his brilliant paper on 


Abraham Lincoln, in the June Atlantic, 
thus doscribes the young Abraham 
Lincoln. He writes:— 


He won aneighborhood reputation as 
a clever young man, which he increased 
by his performances asa speaker, not 
seldom drawing upon himself the dis- 
satisfaction of his employers by mount- 
ing a stump in the field, and keeping 
the farth hands from. tWeir work by 
little speeches in a jocose and some- 
times also'a serious vein. At the rude, 
social frolics of the. settlement. he be- 


came an important: person, telling 


funny stories, mimicking the itinerant 
preachers who had happened to pass 
by, and making his mark at wrestling 
matches, too; for at the age of. seven- 
teen he had attained: his full height, 
six feet four inches in his stockings, if 
he had any, and a terribly muscular 
clodhopper he was. But he was known 
never to use his extraordinary strength 
to the injury or humiliation of others; 
rather to do them a kindly turn, or to 
enforce justice and fair dealing among 
them. All this made him a favorite in 
backwoods society, although in some 
things he appeared a little odd to his 
friends‘ Far more than any of them, 
he was given not only to reading, but 
to fits of abstraction, to quiet musing 
with himself, and also to strange spells 
of melancholy, from which he often 
passed in a moment to rollicking out- 
bursts of droll humor. But on the 
whole, he was one of the people among 
whom he lived; in appearance perhaps 
even a little more uncouth than most 
of thern,—a very tall, rawboned youth, 
with large features, dark shriveled skin, 
and rebellious hair; his arms and legs 
long, out of proportion; clad in deer- 
skin trousers, which from frequent ex- 
posure to the rain had shrunk.so.as to 
sit tightly on his limbs, leaving &everal 


‘inches-of bluist-skin-exposed~ bet weet Tt 


their lower end and the heavy tan-col- 
ored shoes; the nether garment held 
usually by only one suspender that was 
strung oyer a coarse home-made. shirt; 
the head: covered in winter with a 
coonskin cap, in summer with a rough 
straw hat of. uncertain shape, without 
a band. 

It is doubtful whether he felt him- 
self much superior to his surroundings, 
although he conféssed to a yearning for 
some knowledge of the world outside 
of the circle in which he lived. This 
wish was gratified; but how? At the 
age of- nineteen. he went down the 
Mississippi to New Orleans as a flat- 
boat hand, temporarily joining a trade 
many members of which at that time 
still took pride in being called “half 
horse and half alligator.” After his 
return he worked and lived inm- the old 


way. until thesprng- of 1830, when his} 


father ‘‘moved again,” this time to 
Illinois; and on the journey of fifteen 
days “Abe” had to carry the ox wagon 
which carried the household goods.

SAMUEL RAYMOND. 


Samuel Raymond, another man well 
known to Andover people passed away 
very quietly about 5 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon at the Elm House, where he 
has been staying since his return to town 
last winter. It could be seen and he was 
aware that his health was fast failing, al- 
though he was able to” be ont a few days 
before his death, and was down stairs but 
about twenty minutes before. 

Deceased. was a son of William Ray- 
mond, and was born in Charlestown, 
April’ 4, 1811, being, therefore, a little 
over 80 years old, ‘When 21 years of age, 


he became a merchant in Boston.and con-: 


| tinued this business until 1850, when he 
vemsozed to North Andover and took up 
th olifepfa farmer, having one of the 

est farms in Essex County...In the 


meantime, in 1838,-he had married Emily, |. 
aughter of W.S, Buffum of: Salem, and: 


@bapry married life of over fifty-two 
years was broken by her death last 
November. He was a representative to 
the State Legislature, and in 1861, hav- 
ing ‘moved to Andover, he was appointed 
postmaster, which position he held until 
1869. After this he was treasurer of the 
Marland Manufacturing Company, and a 
trustée and treasurer of Memorial Hall 
from 1872 until he left town in 1881, at 
which time he moved: to Yonkers, N.Y., 
engaging in the pipe packing business, 
‘but soon sold out and moved to Tarry- 
town, near New York City. 

That he was a very thorough man is 


shown in the two books he compiled, the 


first in 1875, which will stand as a monu- 
ment to his memory—The Record of An- 
dover during the War of the Rebellion; 
the other in 1886, @ carefully prepared 
genealogy of the Raymond family. Mr. 
Raymond erected and occupied the resi- 
dence now, owned by F. H. Johnson, on 
Elm Street. He was instrumental in the 
laying out of Spring Grove Cemetery, and 
in many ways, he showed himself to be a 
public spirited man, always haying and 
maintaining to the end a love for Ando- 
ver and her interests. He has also shown 
a special interest in the soldiers, and the 
camp of the Sons of Veterans of this 
town is named for his son, Walter L., 

who was killed in war. He wae. cherac- 


terized by his perseverance, uprightness, |. 


and loyalty. to his. friends, and was 
honored by all who knew him. 

A son, Greenleaf, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., anda daughter, Mrs. W. F. Lemon, 
of San, Francisco, Cal., ,surviye him, the 
former arriving in town yesterday...
